Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed claims would remain rejected 
under 103 for reasons of record. Applicants point out the deficiencies of the references used in the 103 rejection and conclude Naughton 
fails to be relevent to the presently claimed invention and Ikeda and Van Beuning fail to remedy the deficiencies of Naughton. Applicants' 
argument is not persuasive. Naughton is most clearly relevent to the claimed invention because it requires transplanting chondrocytes to 
a site of cartilage damage to generate cartilage and suggested transfecting the chondrocytes with DNA encoding TGF-beta. The 
combined teachings of Naughton, Ikeda and Van Beuning teach all the limitations of the claims.
